To the Citizens of Cheshire County: 


The annual report of the commissioners of Cheshire 
county for/the year ending December 31,1905, together 
with the reports of the superintendent of the county farm, 
jail, physician, chaplain, clerk of superior court, solicitor, 
sheriff, treasurer and auditor is herewith presented. 


COUNTY FARM AND ALMSHOUSE. 


Mr. and Mrs. Asa A. Whitman, superintendent and 
matron, who have been at the head of this institution for 
a long time, have discharged their respective duties and 
trust with great fidelity and integrity. The cares and per- 
plexities continually surrounding them, trying their utmost 
patience to a degree which no one unacquainted with the 
duties and responsibilities can fully comprehend. For their 
good management of the institution and their humane 
treatment of the inmates, they have our highest commen- 
dation and thanks. 

It has been the aim of the commissioners in all cases 
to properly care for and aid those in actual need of assist- 
ance. Those at the farm have been at all times supplied 
with a plenty of good and wholesome food, comfortable 
beds and clothing, and with such care as necessary to make 
them comfortable and happy as possible under the circum- 
stances of their condition. 

The number of the county poor, and consequently the 
expense of maintaining them, has increased very materially 
during the past few years. Under the present pauper laws, 
the towns and city poor are continually becoming county 
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charges and the result is that not only in Cheshire county, 
but throughout the state, the town and city expenses for 
caring for the poor are growing smaller, while the county 
expenses is necessarially becoming larger. 

During the past year we have painted the barns and 
sheds and made other improvements and repairs, so that 
the buildings are in first-class condition and repair at the 
present time, and with a small outlay each year they can 
be kept so. 

The crops upon the farm were generally good and up 
to the average yield, but owing to the great rot of the 
potatoes, the yield was not suthcient to meet the demands 
of the farm, so we were compelled to purchase our supply 
at an extra expense of four hundred dollars. 

We have had to reset one of the boilers and build a new 
chimney at an expense of over four hundred dollars, and 
the good results obtained by so doing is a source of grati- 
fication. ) 

The reports of the several county officers contain all 
needful information in their several departments. 

A. J. Craig, M. D., of Westmoreland, has looked after 
the medical wants at the farm, and C. S. Walker, M. D., 
of Keene, the outside poor, and we are much indebted to 
them for their faithfulness in administering to the medical 
wants of the unfortunate. 

The commissioners feel that for the better protection 
of those who are located at the almshouse, that they should 
have other means of escape from the building in case of fire 
than they now have, and therefore are making arrange- 
ments for a fire escape to be put upon the building, and 
also for five or six hundred feet additional hose. We can- 
not but feel that it is a necessary expenditure and one 
which cannot longer be delayed. 

The jail has been under the management of Mr. and 
Mrs. W. S. Tuttle, and we are satisfied that they are do- 
ing all that can be done to make the unfortunate as com- 
fortable and happy as it+is possible to anake them, and 
for their watchful care and judicious management for the 
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welfare of those under their charge, the commissioners are 
well satisfied, and tender to them their sincere thanks. 
The commissioners wish to thank the overseers of the 
poor in the various towns of the county for their hearty 
co-operation and readiness to aid and assist the commis- 
sioners so as not to put the county to any unnecessary 
expense. | 
We wish to thank all of the officers and citizens of the 
county, and all with whom we have had dealings, for their 
uniform courtesy and kindness.

for their kind and generous manner of remembering the 
people here at Christmas time. 

It is gratifying to me that there are so many friends 
of the inmates that do so much to make their lot here 
more pleasant. 

We have received many good magazines and three lots 
of clothing, for which I thank the senders, and in the future 
if it would be agreeable to the persons sending gifts, I 
should be pleased to mention their names, thanking them 
as individuals for their kindness. 

Dr. James A. Craig still looks after the physical needs 
of the place, and we regard him as a most excellent and 
successful physician.

GENTLEMEN:—I herewith submit my report as physi- 
cian for Cheshire county almshouse for the year ending 
December 31, 1905. 

Nothing has occurred during the past year to require 
a special mention. 

More than the ordinary amount of sickness has occur- 
ed and confined to the ordinary class of diseases incidental 
to the class of people who come to this institution, and 
suffering from chronic ailments, mental and physical, es- 
pecially debilitated and require much care and attention. 

Some idea of the amount of labor and care involved 
can be estimated when from fifteen or twenty food trays 
are prepared each meal daily to go to patients who are 
unable to come to their meals, and the diet regulated 
according to their physical needs from week to week. 

I have been especially gratified with the effort and care 
exercised on the part of the several employes to carry out 
in detail all directions regarding the special diet list, and 
it affords me pleasure to testify to the excellent quality of 
food served, and the method and system used in distribut- 
ing it. For the courtesy of the superintendent and matron, 
Mr. and Mrs. Whitman, and all other employes of the 
institution, not forgetting the competent gentlemen who 
compose the board of commissioners, I desire to extend 
my sincere thanks.

MASTER OF THE HOUSE OF CORRECTION 
AT WESTMORELAND. 


To the Honorable Board of @émimissionere a 


GENTLEMEN:—I herewith submit my report as master 
of the house of correction for the year ending Jan. 1, 1906. 
There have been ninety-four commitments, twenty-one 
escapes, of which twelve have been returned (two volun- 
tarily) to serve out the remainder of their sentences, leaving 
eleven at large. Taking the twenty-one from ninety-four, 
you will see that there have been seventy-three that have 
made no break, which I think is a good record, when we 
consider the privileges we are obliged to give them, owing 
to the poor accommodation for caring for so many, and it 
seems that unless the state is soon to pass some law 
whereby this class of people may be cared for under state 
management, it will be necessary to provide larger and 
better quarters for them here. 
There are thirteen under sentence, Jan. 1, 1906.

SOLICITOR’S REPORT. 





To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners for the 
County of Cheshire: 


GENTLEMEN:—I beg leave to submit herewith my re- 
port as solicitor for the period extending from April 1st, 
1905, to December 31st, 1905. 

During the year the following civil actions in which 
the county was interested have been instituted. 

At the April 1905 term of the superior court a con- 
troversy between the town of Gilsum and the county as 
to the liability for the support of a pauper was tried, and 
determined in favor of the county. 

There is now pending in the superior court for the 
county of Sullivan a similar question between this county 
and the town of Claremont in Sullivan county to deter- 
mine to whom the support of Johanna Clark, whois now 
living in Alstead, is chargeable.’ It is expected that this 
matter will be heard and determined at the adjourned 
term of the superior court for Sullivan county to be held 
in February, 1906. 

The following criminal actions have been disposed of, 
or are now pending: 


APRIL TERM, 1905. 


Edward J. Robbins was tried by jury for burglary of 
the station of the Boston & Maine Railroad Company at 
Walpole, found guilty, and sentenced to not less than two 
and one-half or more than three and one-half years in state 
prison. 

George Patterson of Keene was tried by jury for re- 
ceiving stolen property, found guilty, and sentenced to not 
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less than two years or more than three years in state 
prison. 

Patrick A. Killeen was tried by jury for selling liquor 
in his hotel in Walpole contrary to the provisions of his 
license, and found not guilty. 

Joseph Roberts pleaded guilty to selling spirituous 
liquors without a license in Keene and was sentenced to 
three months in jail, and to pay a fine of $200.00 and 
costs. | | 

George A. White was tried for keeping liquor for sale 
in Jaffrey, a no-license town, upon appeal, found guilty by 
a jury and sentenced to ten days in jail. 

William Dupee was tried by jury upon a charge, of 
drunkenness on appeal from the Hinsdale police court and 
found not guilty. 

OCTOBER TERM, 1905. 

Thomas J. Rawley pleaded guilty to five indictments 
for keeping for sale and selling liquor in Hinsdale. Upon, 
one, he paid a fine of $200.00 and costs of $60.00 and re- 
ceived a jail sentence ‘of six months, which was suspended. 
Upon two others, sentences of $200.00 and costs and six 
months ‘in jail were imposed and suspended. The other 
two cases were continued for sentence. 

B. Irving Streeter pleaded guilty to five indictments for 
keeping for sale and selling liquor in Hinsdale without a 
license. Inonecase he paid a fine of $200.00 and costs of 
$70.13 and received a six months’ jail sentence, which was 
suspended. Four other cases were continued for sentence. 

Abram Hamner pleaded guilty to keeping liquor for 
sale in Fitzwilliam and received a sentence of sixty days in 
jail, and to pay a fine of $100.00 and costs. All suspended. 

Thomas E. Wilbur pleaded guilty to keeping liquor for 
sale in Marlboro, paid a fine of $100.00 and costs amount- 
ing to $19.43, and received a sentence of sixty days in jail, 
which was suspended. 

Patrick Burns pleaded guilty to selling liquor in Keene 
and was sentenced to spend sixty days in jail and pay a 
fine of $200.00 and costs. 
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John Connell pleaded guilty to selling liquor in Ches- 
terfield without a license, paid a fine of $200.00 and costs of 
$15.12, and was sentenced to spend six months in jail 
which was suspended. 

Waldo Wheeler pleaded guilty to keeping liquor for 
sale in Richmond, paid a fine of $100.00 and costs of $46.50 
and received a jail sentence of sixty days, which was sus- 
pended. Mr. Wheeler was later prosecuted for a subse- 
quent offence, held for the grand jury in April, 1906, and 
mittimus issued, and he was sent to jail on the former 
sentence. 

Walter E. Ward pleaded guilty to keeping liquor for 
sale in Winchester, paid a fineof $100.00 and costs of $35.76, 
and received a sentence of sixty days in jail, which was 
suspended. 

Frank Morelock was indicted for keeping liquor for 
sale in Rindge, pleaded not guilty, was tried by jury and 
convicted, paid a fine of $100.00 and costs of $46.41, and 
spent sixty days in jail. 

Frank Sharkey pleaded guilty to selling liquor in Keene, 
and was sentenced to pay a fine of $200.00 and costs, and 
spend sixty days in jail. 

Charles H. Bellows pleaded guilty to keeping liquor 
for sale in Richmond, paid a fine of $100.00 and costs of 
$20.80, and received a sentence of sixty days in jail, which 
was suspended. 

Total fines and costs, $1,414.15. 

Edward A. Follet was indicted for selling liquor in 
Keene, but had left the state and has not been appre- 
hended. 

E. G. Stanbridge was indicted for keeping liquor for 
sale but had left the state and has not been apprehended. 
Mr. Stanbridge was permitted, after having been found 
guilty by the police court of Troy, to go in search of bail, 
left the state and has not been seen since. 

Arthur Tibbitts was indicted for selling liquor in Fitz- 
william, and the indictment was dismissed upon his agree- 
ment to leave the town. 
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Alfred M. Butler was indicted for keeping liquor for 
sale in Jaffrey, and the indictment was dismissed, analysis 
showing the liquor seized to contain less than one per 
cent of alcohol. 

Edward Brown was indicted for rape, and the case 
was continued. 

Royal Cook was indicted for rape, and the case was 
continued. 

An information was filed against Fordyce L. Wood for 
adulterating milk. The case was continued and has since 
been dismissed. 

In October, 1905, during the session of the superior 
court, George Ford, who proved to have been confined in 
the State Colony in Gardner, Massachusetts, and to have 
escaped in May, 1905, committed an assault with intent 
to kill with a revolver on Fred Shortsleeve in Alstead. 
When brought before the police court in Keene to be 
arraigned, his mental condition was inquired into and he 
was pronounced of unsound mind. Inquiry being made at 
the State Colony, as well as at the Worcester Insane 
Asylum, it developed that Massachusetts was chargeable 
for his care. The matter was taken up with the Board of 
Lunacy for the state of Massachusetts and Ford was 
taken back to that state. 

There is one other matter which has been considerably 
agitated in the papers, although it has never been brought 
before the courts. I refer to the reported ‘‘hold-up” of 
the stage in Walpole. My investigations lead me to be- 
lieve that this is either a fabrication or an attempt at a 
practical joke, and that no action is therefore required on 
behalf of the county. 

There have been various minor complaints prosecuted 
in the police courts, all of which have been disposed of. 

There are no further actions, either criminal or civil, 
now pending in which the county is interested. 

Under the authority of the statute requiring reports to 
be made by me, I take pleasure in making the following 
recommendations: 
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It appears that, owing to the increased number of per- 
sons committed to our county jail for police offences, the 
accommodations there are entirely inadequate, and some 
provision should be made for caring for the overflow, and 
also to furnish work to the prisoners confined for such po- 
lice offences. I would therefore suggest that an addition 
be built of plain but substantial construction wherein these 
prisoners can be confined, and that they be compelled to 
work during the time they are so confined. 

From my observation during the sittings of the grand 
jury at which I have officiated, there is no accommodation 
for witnesses and others summoned to attend before the 
grand jury. The ante-room adjacent to the grand jury 
room is partly filled with broken-down furniture, and no 
chairs suitable to support a person of mature years are 
provided. This condition of things should be corrécted. 

In addition to these, a room should be provided and 
furnished in the court house for the use of the sheriff dur- 
ing terms of court and at other times when he, or a deputy, 
can be found, if required. Such quarters are provided for 
the sheriff in every other court house of which I know.

$40,000 OO 


The commissioners also recommended raising $34,000 
by taxation for each of the following two years, and tak- 
ing $6,000 from the county funds for each of the two 
years. 

On motion of Mr. Edward A. Kingsbury, it was voted 
that the recommendations be accepted and that the sum 
of forty thousand dollars ($40,000) be appropriated for 
each of the years 1905 and 1906, of which sum thirty-four 
thousand ($34,000) should be raised by taxation, and the 
balance should be paid from any money in the treasury 
not otherwise appropriated. 

Upon the recommendation of the commissioners and 
motion of Mr. Brewster of Marlboro, it was voted that 
the commissioners be empowered to bring running water 
to the farm buildings from the brook which goes through 
to the farm, going far enough up the stream to procure a 
sufficient head for use for fire purposes, providing the ex- 
pense did not exceed $2,500.00, the commissioners to use 
their discretion in determining whether it should be done. 
On motion Mr. Mallonee of Alstead, it was voted that it 
be the sense of the delegation that an open season for deer 
should be urged in substantial accord with that suggested 
by the Sullivan county delegation.
